Krport on tlie Boundary Line Dlipnto 


Will He Ready In Xovember. 


\V-VSHIXUTOX, Sept. 30.—The report of 


the Venezuelan commission appointed 
last January to investigate the British- 
Venezuelan boundary line di=pute prob- 
ably will bo made to the president short- 
ly before congress convenes in Decem- 
ber. 


It was expected that the report misrht 


be ready by November, but complica- 
tions m connection with the work in 
Holland has caused delay. The several 
members of the commission have been' 
at work on different branches of the 
snbject all snminer with a view to 
reaching a decision as early as possible. 


Justice Brewer, the chairman of the 


commission, has called a meeting of the 
committee for Oct. 9, and it was 
thought that at that meeting all the 
necessary data could he submitted and 
the decision arrived at.

A woudwfnl dynamo motor has just 


Vii-c-u iuvt-atfd and pau-ntixl Ly LHMI J. 
te Poutois, a Piasburg elecirician, 
which i» csixxrltsd 10 <tiiiipl^i<elv revolu- 
tionize tho upciaiiou of traction liutis 
aud SH-uiii niiiroads. A syndicate of 
Pittsburg aud eastern cajiitaliita, with 
a capital of £500,000, is being formed 
by SiuwTiuu'udcut J. V. Partou of tin- 
Ba)tiiaor«3 uad Oaio railKiad to plact- 
the iuventioa on tiae uiarkor. A true- 
tioa car, equipped with the- ntw niOKxr, 
is being bailt for a test on one of the 
traction roads. A 1,000 horsepower lo- 
comotive is also being designed for a 
tost oa the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. 
The motor will be manufactured iu 
Pittsburg. 


The new dynamo moior is really a 


combined gas turbine aad gas engine. 
It is so cheap and simple that its suc- 
cess and use are expected to revolution- 
ize power work of all kinds. Ou trac- 
tion roads the motors will be incased 
in tbe car wheels, and beyond this no 
other apparatus will be needed. Power 
houses and trolley wires will be unnec- 
essary, and the motors will cost no more 
than the motors now used cs traction 
lines. The operation of steam roads will 
also be greatjy cheapened and simplified. 


Tbe new engine is a radical departure 


from the ordinary gas engine. Although 
tho theoretical efficiency of the gas en- 
gine is high, the efficiency obtained in 
practice is comparatively low, it is said, 
because of ihe impossibility of increas- 
ing the piston velocity above a certain 
speed. The hot gases cannot expand, 
and over two-thirds of the beat units 
are lost through the cylinder walls, 
which are kept cool by circulating water. 
The new Pontois engine is claimed to 
be entirely free from these objectionable 
features aud is minus the heavy fly- 
wheel and piston. 


The engine starts from the gas vac- 


uum principle, but utilizes the principle 
iu a different manner. EipJosions of 
air and gas or carbonated air take piace 
in two small cyclinders located side by 
side aud having at each end commou 
exhaust pipes. 


Everything is so arranged that when 


an explosion occurs in either chamber, 
ihe gases, escaping through the nozzle of 
:he eshaust at a high velocity, produce 
a vacuum iu the adjacent chamber. 
Chis vacuum causes the filling of thar 
chamber with gas or an explosive mix- 
nre, and it in turn esplodes. Explosions 
has take place in both chambers in 
•apid succession, and the gases, escapiiig 
it both ends at a high velocity through 
he exhaust nozzles, are directed into a 
ompouad ejector. 


The ejector is made up of four COUPS, 


svhich increase in size toward the eml 
f the exhaust pipe. The high velocity 
f the gas rushing through causes a 
vacuum in the pipe leading to tht> eject- 
or. The number of explosions taking 
place iu a second are 13, sufficient to 
koep np a constant suction through tho 
ejectors. 


Each ejector is in communication 


with the eshanst of an impulse turbine 
wheel of 100 buckets. The constant vnc- 
unm in the ejectors draws the air from 
tho outside through the wheel buckets 
to the turbine diameter aisd out to tho 
ejector. This causes tho wheel to rotate 
in the same manner as steam operates 
the Parsons or Do Luval steam turbine. 
The condition of maximum efficiency, 
however, can be more easily attained at 
a moderate speed since the air passes 
through tbe turbine at a lower speed 
and in a large quantity. The energy of 
the gas explosions is thus utilized" iu 
driving air through the turbine. Owing 
to this the rate of expansion of the g;-«3 
is considerably increased. The water 
jacket and costly gearing are uot neces- 
sary, and there is no recoiling action, as 
the gases escape from the explosion 
chamber through eshaust ports placed 
in opposite directions. 


The turbine is thus propelled by the 


air at the rate of 8,000 revolutions a 
minute. This is too high for practical 
work, and the pressure is reduced with- 
ont the aid of costly gearing ia an in- 
genious way. Tho turbine disk rotates 
in a magnetic field—that is, between 
the lips of a unipolar electro magnet, 
.'Uid currents are generated in the tur- 
bine disk. The electromagnetic actions 
and reactions existing between the field 
and tho armature cause the field to fol 
low the turbine disk, but at a considera- 
bly lower speed. 


The field excitation is so controlled 


that at any time the current circulating 
inside the turbine disk is proportional 
to tho work done by the field. This con- 
trivance Le Poutois calls his dynamo 
motor. A small part of tho current hav- 
iug its circuit in the turbine disk excite.! 
the field magnets.

Keep the eggs, after gathering thrm 


in a cool, sweet atmosphere. If ju a cci 
lar, let it be dry. 


Keep the nests the layers use tteatj, 


comfortable and free from vermin. 


Have a snfficient number of nests foi 


the layers. Offer every inducement to 
the hens to lay m these nests and not 
shun them 


Allow no brooding hen to sit on the

A PLEA FOR PLAIN FOOD. 


Hints Tlmi Mby *art> Many Doctor*' IlilU 


It is not a tt'nerally understood fact, 


but a fact nevertheless, that some of thc- 
wealthiest aud most luxurious aprx-ar- 
1115 l»--ople live on the plainest food. 
There are children in the families of 
millionaires who would no more be 
permitted to partake of such meals as 
are given to the children of many a la- 
boring man than they would be allowed 
lo use articles tlmt were known to be 
poisonous. Many a mechanic's little 
ones live on meat, warm bread, all the 
butter they want, and that of an inferi- 
or quality, coffee as much as they 
choose, and cheap bakers' cake, which 
is in itself enough to rniu the digestion 
of an ostrich. 


The children of one family make 


their breakfast of oatmeal or some oth- 
er cereal and milk, with bread at least 
24 hourfiold, a little, veiy little, butter, 
sometimes none at all. The breakfast is 
varied by corn bread, well done, a little 
zwieback and sometimes stale bre ad dip- 
ped in egg and cracker crumbs and 
browned with butter. A fresh egg is 
often the only article outside of farina- 
ceous food that they are allowed. For 
dinner, which is the middle of the day, 
they have some well cooked meat, one 
or two vegetables, a cup of rnilk if they 
like it, or weak cocoa, with plenty o: 
bread and butter and a simple dessert. 
Supper, which is a very light meal, fre- 
quently consists of gniharn crackers or 
brown bread aud milk or the pudding, 
eaten with a little molasses or inaple 
simp.
